One of the already legally established rights, which by 
a few is not only questioned but actually denied and repu- 
diated by a diminishing group of employers is that of the 
right of labor to organize an bargain collectively, through 
representatives of their own choosing. 

Instead of recognizing labor's unquestioned an dad- 
mitted legal right to organize there are employers and em- 
ploying groups, who still resort to the blacklist, intimida- 
tion and discrimination against workers, who choose to 
exercise their legal right to organize. There are still to be 
found that type of employer, who in the same breath that 
he insists he has a right to run his own business makes it 
plain that by that he really means that he also has the 
right to run the business of his employes, which consists 
of selling their labor on the very best terms obtainable. 

We are just emerging from a period of industrial dic- 
tatorship, during which this type of employer, who not 
only has refused to recognize labor's right to organize but 
high handedly has resorted to hiring labor spies to facili- 
tate his illegal blacklisting practices, has helped to subsi- 
dize controlled newspapers and magazines to influence 
and manufacture public opinion through propaganda and 
misinformation either wholly or partially untrue, and has 
not even hesitated in some cases to resort to violence and 
murder for the purpose of blaming such depredations on 
innocent people in order that they might be eliminated. In 
addition to such abuses it has been a common practice to 
corrupt political activities through hired political hench- 
men and by the use of money influence the election of 
lawmakers, law enforcers, chief executives in state and 
nation, and especially in securing the election of judges, 
who could be depended upon to reflect such employers’ 
viewpoint in rendering decisions affecting their high- 
handed methods of depriving their own employes of the 
right to organize. 

Labor’s right to organize and bargain collectively is 
now legally established in our state and nation, but before 
this right can became a reality in many industries as well 
as in certain localities those now in control, industrially, 
politically and otherwise must be taught to respect the 
right of labor to organize and in such cases as still con- 
tinue to persecute and discriminate against such of their 
employes as are exercising their unquestioned legal right 
to organize must be taught by an aroused and awakened 
public opinion. 

This is exactly what is happening. Anti-labor presi- 
dents, governors and anti-labor law makers and anti-labor 
enforcers of law are being eliminated and others, who are 
willing to be fair, are being elected in their places. The 
day should come when public sentiment will be so over- 
whelmingly aroused that the people will not stand for such 
unfaithful officials, as prostitute their public office to do 
the bidding of fanatical anti-union employers to even re- 
main in office till the next election, but will promptly use 
the existing political machinery already established in this 
state to recall them from office. 

Labor’s right to organize and bargain collectively is 
now becoming so generally recognized and respected 
throughout the entire United States that it is already be- 
coming increasing difficult for such manufacturers and 
large producers, as refuse to recognize labor's right to or- 
ranize, to dispose of wares produced by scabs and strike- 
breakers. 

The employer of the future, who chooses to continue 
to hire spies and corrupt public officials to keep their em- 
ployes on a low wage basis, instead of spending that 
money in increased wages and better livin’g conditions for 
employes doing the really legitimate work of whatever 
business they may be engaged in are liable to learn to their 
sorrow that a growing percentage of the public will refuse 
to buy their goods, will refuse to subscribe for their kept 
newspapers, will refuse to elect or re-elect their tools in 
public office and so on right down the line until the anti- 
union type in every department of life will become so 
obnoxious and unpopular that few people will want any- 
thing to do with them. 

This is the transformation that is taking place today. 
It is the reason the American public is demanding New 
Deal legislation and the reason this same public is demand- 
ing that our courts respect their wishes in this matter 
after same has been regularly enacted into law. But this 
change is not taking place by any magic process. It is 
taking place because the future welfare of this and every 
other nation depends upon much fairer treatment being 
accorded labor from now on, than has ever been observed 
in the past.

to a national union of automobile 
| workers which would establish the

Morrison Visions Good Year Ahead

Mr. Morrison, who was in Denver 
making arrangements for the con- 
vention of the A. F. of L. to be held 
here next fall, was enthusiastic on 
the question of social security. “For 
many years,” he said, “I have lived 
to see the day when the fears of 
unemployment and old age will be 
driven from the minds of men, 
women and children. I think that 
day has come with social security.” 

Despite certain decisions of the 
supreme court of the United States 
during the last two years regarded 
as detrimental to the interests of 
workingmen and women, the Amer- 
ican federation is continuing to 
work for labor legislation. 

“T expect to see a wonderful year 
for the A. F. of L.,” Mr. Morrison 
said. “We hope to see legislation 
enacted that will be helpful to 
workers and we hope to remedy 
any legislation that has been weak- | 
ened through decisions of the |
